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DESCRIPTION OF THE VERNIER 
AND ITS USE. 





On the bar of the instrument is a line of inches 
numbered 0, 1, 2, etc., each inch being divided into 
ten parts, and each tenth into four parts, making 
forty divisions to the inch. On the sliding jaw is 
a line of division (called a Vernier, from the in- 
ventor’s name) of twenty-five parts, numbered 0, 
5, 10, 15, 20, 25. The twenty-five parts on the 
Vernier correspond, in extreme length, with 
twenty-four parts, or twenty-four fortieths of the 
bar, consequently each division on the Vernier is 
smaller than each division on the bar by one thous- 
andth part of an inch. If the sliding jaw of the 
Caliper is pushed up to the other, so that the line 
marked 0 on the Vernier corresponds with that 
marked 0 on the bar, then the two next lines to 
the right will differ from each other by one thous- 
andth of an inch, and so the difference will continue
